AN IMMENSE NUGGET. 


Bighteen Hundred red Ounces of Win in 
One Lump.

The Jaboring miners have struck at 
Coolgardie, and demand £4 a week. They 
have armed themselves with rifics to pre- 
vent outsiders ‘working in their places. 
Bloddshed is feared. Four hundreg people 
are camped around where Dunn found his 
nugget, and work is progressing with the 
greatest danger and difficulty. Two hun- 
dred special police have been sworn in to 
protect property.

The Assets of the Company are Given 
as Forty Thousand Dollars, Yet 


It Cannot Pay the Rent 
ity Offices. 


NEW TORK. Sept. 20.—According to 


the United States Circuit Court, Judge La 
Colbe will de called upon tomorrow to 
take action with the object of preventing 
the continuation and final consummation 
of what is characterized as one of the most 
colossal frauds in modern times. The 
chief actor in this scheme is John C. 
Beatty, an American, who at present re- 
sides in Texas. His victims include promi- 
neht New Yorkers and other residents of 
the United States and Canada. 

How far the scheme has succeeded has 
not yet beem determined, but one victim, 
James H. Beatty, president of the German 
and Northwest Insurance Compeny, of 
Ontario, Canada, and of the Federal Life 
Assurance Company of Hamilton, Ontario, 
swears he has lost $37,500, and it is 
charged that the goal of John C. Beatty’s 
ambition was. to fraudulently obtain pos- 
session of $7,500,000. The complainants 
in the case, in addition to James H. 
Beatty, are James G. Aiken, Benjamin HH. 
Doane and. Leo Wormser of New York. 
The defendants are Frank A. Miller, C. H. 
Dow, Samuel N. Wood, F. P. Earnest, 
Frank Church, J. N. Brown, C. W. Kit- 
tredge, J. W. Carlisle, T. J. O'Donnell of 
California and John C. Beatty of Texas, all 
directors or trustees of the Colorado River 
Irrigation. Company: 

The company was first organized on 
January 7, 1891, under the name of the 


I Arizona and Sonora Land Irrigation Com- 


pany, but the title was changed on Janu- 
ary 9, 1893, to its present form. Its osten- 
le object was to carry en the irrigation 
of land in California, Arizona, Lower Cali- 
Mornia . and Mexico. Its capital stock was 

90,0 000 shares, a 


the compan 
Beatty for his sole interest and benefit, 
and to enable him to realize $7,500,000 on 
a tract of worthless land containing 1,500, 
000 acres on the Alta River, in the pro- 
Vince of Sonora, Mex., to which it is said 
ihe did not even have a title. 

Having organized the company and ob- 
tained the issue of the capital stock by 
alleged fraudulent and fictitious state- 
ments, it is charged that John C. Beatty 
‘went about negotiating with the object ok 
tramsferring the land to the company Lor 
the whole of its capital stock of $7,500,000. 

The land formed part of what is known 
in Mexico as the Jecher concession, the 
meaning of ‘which is not explained in the 
complaint, but ft is charged that John C. 
Beatty had no title to it. The board of 
directors, it is charged, were then, as now, 
the mere tools and creatures of John C. 
Beatty, ready and willing at all times 
to carry out his behests. The president of 
‘the board was Charles H. Dow, and by a 
vote of the majority it was agreed to trans- 
Ker 250,000 shares of the company to John 
©. ‘Beatty for $7,500,000, as soon as it was 
possible to carry out the -transfer. The 
directors being Betty's factotums, made 
no effort to investigate either the character 
of the land or the gsnuineness of ere 
title to it. 

To further facilitate matters, Beatty's 
‘board of directors decided to appoint him 
manager, with exchusive control of affairs, 
at a salary of $6000, while F. A. Miller, 
concerned with Beatty, was elected vice- 
president of the company, and also given 
a salary of $6000 a year, both of which 
transactions are charged to be illegal. 
The first transfer of stock was made on 
January 10, 1894, by the board of di- 
rectors, when 54,000 shares were trans- 
ferred to John C. Beatty, on the basis of 
560,000 acres of land, or one share for 
ten acres. 

John C. Beatty himself. presided at this 
meeting, and, agaimst the protests of 
James H. Beatty, a stockholder, it was 
agreed to issue 56,000 shares of new stock. 
In March last J. H. Beatty obtained from 
‘tthe Supreme Court of the State of New 
York a mandamus, requiring the directors 
to show him the books, but John C. Beatty 
went to California, taking the minute 
books of the ‘transactions with him, and 
James F. Beatty was unable to get the 
evidence he wanted concerning the title 
of the Jecher concession. 

The known assets of the company did not 
exceed $40,000. It has had no bank ac- 

t since last October, and was obliged 
to give up its office at No. 66 Broadway, 
this city, last July for non-payment of 
rent. Its offices in Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton and other cities had been previously 
given up after the country for miles 
around had been flooded with prospectuses 
and pamphlets, declaring the land an El 
Dorado. The only place the company now 
has an office is in Providence, R. I. 
. The company’s known property in Cali- 
fornia consists of chattels worth $39,617, 
which John C. Beatty, by bill of sale, al- 
leged to be fraudulent, transferred to the 
engineer, Charles R. Rockwood, without 
“ahy consideration. In addition to this, 
Rockwood, it is said, is still drawing $400 
a month in wages tor doing nothing, but 
the company owes him $10,000, although 
he never did anything for it. 1 

Judge La Combe will de asked to ap- 
point a receiver to take charge of the 
affairs of the company. He wil) also be 
asked to declare that the issue of 56,000 
shares of stock was spurious and illegal, 
and that ‘the contract between the di- 
‘rectors, on one side, and John C. Beatty 
on the other Was fraudulent and ultra 
vires, and that, the whole transaction was 
void. An injunction.is asked for to pre-

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.— The Ex- 
aminer says; Mrs. Stanford has paid off 
‘the last of the debts due from the Stan- 
ford estate, and has this early got its 
great properties in almost perfect order. 
She is now anxious for a distribution of 
the estate, so that she may secure per- 
sonal control ot the millions of which she 
is now executrix. As soon as the distri- 


bution is ordered she will begin operations | 


in a new fleld. Then, under her personal 
supervision, the erection of $500,000 worth 
of new buildings and the early expansion 
of the university. to three times its pres- 


ent magnitude will be begun. 


At is stated that the debit side of the 
ledger has been cleared, the credit side 
has been ably attended to, and the hy- 
pothecated securities have been released. 
The three great estates, the Palo Alto, Grid- 
ley and Vina ranches, 8000, 17,000 and 60,- 
000 acres, respectively, on which Senator 
Stanford lavished expense and experiments, 
have been put on a strictly business basis. 
Mrs. Stanford has now leased all these 
properties in parcels, with the exception of 
the vineyard and stockfarms and the land 
necessary for their mafmtenance, and the 
brandy at Vina; of which Senator Stan- 
ford never sold a gallon, is still Boing to 
Europe and elsewhere in immense quanti- 
ties. 
“The estate is nearly ready for distri- 
bution, except for three claims tha e 
pending. One is a suit for $75,000, involv- 
ing a horse, which is pending on appeal, 
and another is a suit for $7000, brought re- 
cently by a Palo Alto bookseller, who as- 
serts some sort of a contract about ee 
ing books to the university. The other 
claim is the $15,000,000 claim against the 
Stanford estate which Atty.-Gen. Olney has 
presented on behalf of the government to 
Mrs. 8 rd as executrix. 

“This suit is an annoyance to Mrs. 
Stanford, because so long as. it is unset- 
tled it will prevent her from spending al 
dollar of the estate in behalf of the’ unt- | 
versity.

The Stan- 
ford attorneys are doing what ‘they can to 
expedite a settlement.

The Pine Tree State Rolls Up a Big

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—The Record this 
morning publishes an interview had by a 
correspondent at Augusta, Me., with Joseph 
Manley, the well-known Republican mem- 
ber of the National Committee, on the 
Presidential nomination in 1896. He is 
quoted as saying: 

“In the next Republican National: Con- 
vention Mr, Reed will be a candidate for 
the first place on the ticket. All New 
England will be solid for him, and the 
delegates from Maine will be for him in 
the convention; first, last, and all the 
time. In the last convention, in 1892, Mr. 
Reed could. have. had the second place on 
the ticket as a gift, but he did not care 
for it, and neither will be, in 1896, accept 
the second place.“ 

Manley was asked: “It is not likely that 
a deal may be arranged whereby the 
ticket will be Reed and McKinley or Mc- 
Kinley and Reed!“ 

Manley, after a few moments’ reflection, 
teplied with an emphatic No.“ 

Continuing, he said: There is no likeli- 
hood of such a deal. The Republicans cf 
Maine will be loyal and steadfast to Mr. 
Reed as they hhave been to Blaine in the 
past. There is no foundation for any 


claim on the part of any friend of Gov. 


McKinley that Mr. Reed was antagonistic 
to his candidacy for the Presidency in 
1892. McKinley. himself, during the week 
of the convention, went among the dele- 
gates and discountenanced the boom that 
was being made by his friends in his be- 
half. Certainly nothing that Mr, Reed 
did could have injured Gov.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The announne-

MILWAUKE®, Sept. 10.—Twenty-four 
receivers of the Northern Pacific branches, 
appointed simultaneously by Judge Jen- 
kins and courts in Minnesota, have been 
retired under an arrangement between the 
receivers and the Reorganization Commit- 
tee and the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany of New York, by which the Trust 
Company will operate the lines for a lim- 
ited sum per annum.

OPENING OF THE FALL TERM 


A Large Increase in the Attendance 
Indicated— The Condition of the 
Various Buildings in 
the City. 


All the city schools will open today, 
and the. indications are that the attend- 
ance will de fully one thousand greater 
than last year. 

The work of putting in the necessary 
ducts and apparatus in the upper rooms 
of the High School for the heating and 
ventilating system there has not yet been 
completed, but will be in a few days, and 
it is expected the school work can be 
conducted with no great inconvenienca; 

The new Macy-street school is not quite 
ready for occupancy, and the pupils for 
that school will report to the Ann-street 
school for the afternoon eession.

Tuo addiffonal rooms have been rented 
at Thirtieth and Main streets, to be used 
in connection with the Thirtieth-street 
school. The overflows in the other schools 
will be accommodated for the present with 
half-day sessions.

CHARTER REVISION 


Conference on the Proposed 
Changes. 


Business Men and Members of the 
City Council Exchange 
Views. 


The Appointment of the Administra- 
tive Officers the Bone of Con- 
tention Between th 
Parties. 


A conference on the proposed new city 
charter was held yesterday morning be- 
tween’ members of the City Council and a 
number of gentlemen representing the 
Merchants“, Association, the Citizens’ 
League, the Chamber of Commerce and 
Board of Trade. : 

Some of the minor details of the pro- 

posed new charter were spoken of, but 
the principal point of discussion, and also 
the principal bone of contention, was as to 
whether the administrative officers of the 
city, including the City Clerk, City Attor- 
ney, City, Engineer and others, shall be 
appointed by the Mayor or by the Coun- 
cil, 
Most of the Councilmen took the posi- 
tion that the latter method would be pre- 
ferable, while the other gentlemen argued 
that it would be better not to give the 
Mayor so much power. 

Among the gentlemen present were J. S. 
Slauson, G. J. Griffith, F. W. Wood, Max 
Meyberg, H. Jevne, Charles Forman, K. 
Cohn and Mr. MeKoon. : — 

The argument was advanced by the gen- 
tlemen that if the Mayor had the power 
of appointing these officers, subject to con- 
firmation of the Council, and also had 
power to remove any of them at pleasure

An Explanation Which is Not Alto- 
gether Satisfactory. 
Yesterday morning a short articlé was 
published in The Times with reference to 
the False alarm, which brought out the 
fire department on Saturday morning. A 


political. procession had formed on Spring 
Street, and crowds had gathered along che 


4 line of march, when the engides came 


tearing madly through the people at ‘full 
speed. In the rush to escape being run 
over, children. were bruised and hurt in 
a number of instances, and even full-grown 
men found it difficult to avoid serious in- 
jury. These ‘positive ffacts The Times 
stated briefly, with the interjection that 
public opinion stamped the act of turning 
in a ‘needless alarm at that time as dan- 
gerous and criminal, and subsequent de- 
velopments have borne out fully the truth 
of the report. * 

In the Byening Express Chief Moriarty, 
of the fire department, comes out in a 
lengthy interview, which he prefaces by 
saying that the article in The Times was 
‘untrue, but in bis subsequent talk fails to 
cite one point upon mich error was made. 
He said that Mr. Strahm, a member of the 
City CouncH, turned in ‘the alarm in or- 
der to show the visiting San Francisco 
firemen how the department worked. Also 
that Mr. Strohm mistook the political 
‘procession for a crowd: of the visitors 
marching to the banquet hall, and, wish- 
ing to take advantage of their appearance 
en masse, let loose the gong ,which brought 
the engines to the scene. He also cau-’ 
tiously explains that Mr. Strohm made a 
| Mistake when he used the alarm “box at 
the corner of Second and Spring streets, 
as it had been agreed to ring in an alar 
from a Main-~wtreet box. 

The excuse appears to ‘be rather too 
shallow to commend itself to the thinking 
citizen, and, admitting dll that Moriarty 
gays to be true, does not justify the lack 
of good judgment on the part of the de- 
| partment. Supposing even that mo proces- 
@ion was on the streets, the turning loose 
of fire engines just for fun“ is a practice 
as dangerous as it is heedlessly careless. 
There are always a great many people on 
the streets Saturday evenings, and the ab- 
would scarcely 
have lessened the danger of running over 
some one, and it will presumably not be 
a source of much comfort to Los Angeles 
citizens to know that the fire department 
officials regard human safety in the per- 
fopmance of their duties jwith so much 
indifference. Had a man or child been run 
over and killed, the plea of mistake, which 
men of good judgment do not often have 
occasion’ to make, would have availed little, 
toward restoring life or saving the guilty 
party ¢rom criminal prosecution; and the 
city might have been confronted with sev- 
eral damage suits, 

In regard to the statement that a crowd 
of men, at least one of whom is sup- 
posed to have been a member of the fire 
department, took possession of a hack, ‘in 
which they drove around the city for an 
hour or two, after which they returned 
the vehicle in a damaged condition, Chief 
Moriarty says that he does not believe 
any of his men were implicated. Be this 
as it may, kt is generally believed and 
talked on the streets that firemen were 
in the party, and this report was pub- 


lished is the truth, and the 
sioners owe it to themselves, as well as 
the taxpayers and citizens, to bring out 
every act connected with the matter. It 
is stated that Councilman Strohm has 
admitted turning in the. alarm, and he 
should be given an opportunity to explain 
all thé circumstances connected with it. 
At the same time, the bottom facts of the 
hack incident should be brought out for 


the best interests of all concerned.

„ MORTALITY. OF INDIGBNTS. 

The annual report of County Physician 
Way has some very interesting facts re- 
specting the mortality of indigents in the 
county, and of the number and cost of 
keeping them, etc. ‘There-have been but 
| six deaths among the 110 patients treated 
‘at the hospital during the year. This is 
about 5 per cent., and much lower than 
the mortuary record of any other county in 
Southern California. Of these deaths 
three have been from consumption, one 
of cancer of the liver, one from cancer of 
the stomach, and one from fracture of the 
spine. The cost of drugs was $562.28, of 
which $120 worth.are now on hand. The 
number of kinds diseases treated is nearly 
us great as the number of patients treated, 
the only disease affecting any considerable 
number was consumption, of which there 
“were twenty-four cases, or about one-fifth 
of the total number treated, exclusive of 
the large number outside the hospital.

e- Hected by law. In fact, the rebate, at the 
Dest. is a purely arbitrary matter with the 
trust. It can.pay or withhold it, just as it 
pleases, and more than once, it is claimed, it 
has kept it back in some portions of the 
country while paying it in others. 

Naturally, such a state of affairs has killed 
all legitimate competition, and dealers as well 
as consumers are being fleeced. The infamy 
of the thing has long been apparent to job- 
bers everywhere, but so tied up are they 
that it is hard to escape. Some of them are 
doing it, however, at great personal incon- 
venience and sacrifice, and such as are, are 
deserving of the highest commendation. And 
it is to the credit of Los Angeles that one 
of the houses to pioneer the movement on 
this Coast is Craig, Stewart & Co. of this 
city. :
